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As  a  formal  dedication,  tribute  is  paid  to 
Russell  Carlton  Tomlinson  as  a  man  who  has 
brought  the  speech  and  dramatic  work  at 
Lake  Forest  College  to  a  high  level  of  ex- 
cellence; who  has  maintained  a  record  of 
consistent  and  distinctive  success  in  a  creative 
field;  who  demands  only  cooperation  and 
reciprocal  hard  work. 

Informally,  this  book  is  dedicated  with  warm 
appreciation  to  "Mr.  Tommy". 
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"...  So  the  visitors,  leaving  the  rail- 
way track,  plunged  into  the  forests, 
and  seeing  the  ravines  and  the  bluff 
as  they  are  at  this  point  on  the  lake, 
decided  with  much  enthusiasm  that 
this  spot  was  the  most  attractive  and 
desirable  that  they  had  found."

Doctor  Herbert  McComb  Moore  is  President  of  Lake  Forest  College.  Doctor  Moore  received  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Lake  Forest  College  in  eighteen-hundred  and  ninety-six,  majoring  in  Political  Science.  He  re- 
ceived the  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  three  years  later  from  McCormick  Theological  Seminary.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  two  years  of  graduate  study  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  under  Professor  James  Orr  at  the  United  Presby- 
terian College,    and   by    travel    in    Scotland,    England,    Germany,  and  Switzerland. 

In  nineteen-hundred  and  one  Doctor  Moore  began  his  ministry  at  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Goldfield 
Mining  Camp,  Colorado.  This  was  followed  by  charges  in  Milwaukee  and  Appleton,  Wisconsin,  and  in  Coving- 
ton, Kentucky.  During  nineteen-hundred  thirteen  and  seventeen,  he  was  the  Presbyterian  University  Pastor  at 
Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York,  and  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Club. 
He  left  this  position  to  go  to  France  with  the  American  Army  as  Y.M.C.A.  Secretary;  while  there  he  was  sta- 
tioned  at   Chaumont   and   Lormont. 

Returning  from  France,  Doctor  Moore  became  Director  of  Religious  Y/ork  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  under 
the  Harbison  Foundation,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Dean's  Council.  In  nineteen-hundred  and  twenty  he  became 
President  of  Lake  Forest  College,  and  a  year  later  recsived  the  honorary  Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  the 
University  of   Pittsburgh. 

Doctor  Moore  was  President  of  the  Federation  of  Illinois  Colleges  in  nineteen-hundred  thirty  and  thirty-one, 
and  of   the   Presbyterian   College    Union   in    nineteen-hundred   and    thirty-two. 
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WILLIAM  McPHEETERS 

Doctor  William  E.  McPheeters  is  Dean  of  the  College  and  head  of 
the  Department  of  English.  He  holds  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
DePauw  University,  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  Harvard  University, 
the  Bachelor  of  Systematic  Theology  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degrees 
from   Boston  University. 

Dean  McPheeters,  whose  name  appears  in  Who's  Who.  in  America, 
was  a  Chaplain,  with  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  overseas  during  the 
World  War.  After  the  War  he  was  sent  by  the  American  Expeditionary 
Force  in  France  to  Cambridge  University,  England,  for  advanced  study. 
On  his  return  to  the  United  States  he  became  Professor  of  English  at 
Lawrence  College,  where  he  remained  until  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College 
in    nineteen-hundred    and    twenty-nine. 

Professor  McPheeters  is  a  member  of  the  National  Council  of 
Teachers  of  English,  ihe  American  Association  of  University  Professors, 
and  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  is  the  author  of  Outline  Guide  tor  a  Study  of 
English  Literature,  Literary  Terms,  and  contributed  a  biography  of  Rufus 
King  to  the  Dictionary  of  American  Biography. 


AGNES  ROSE  KOUPAL 

Miss  Agnes  R.  Koupal  is  Dean  of  Women  and  Assistant  Professor 
of  English.  Miss  Koupal  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  the  Master  of  Arts  degree  from  Columbia 
University   in   a  course   for  advisors   of   women. 

Miss  Koupal  was  Dean  of  Women  at  Monmouth  College  before 
ccming    to    Lake    Forest    College    in    nineteen-hundred    and    twenty-seven. 


FLETCHER  BARKER  COFFIN 

Doctor  Fletcher  B.  Coffin  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry.  He 
holds  the  following  degrees  from  Harvard  University:  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Master  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Laws,  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy.  He  came 
to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and  nine  from  Haverford 
College.  Previous  to  this  he  had  been  associated  with  a  Boston  law 
firm,  and  with  the  utility  management  and  construction  firm  of  Stone 
and  Webster. 

Doctor  Coffin  did  his  research  work  in  the  field  of  atomic  weights, 
making  determinations  of  the  atomic  weights  of  Cobalt  and  Arsenic.  For 
one  year  he  was  also  associated  with  Professor  T.  W.  Richards,  a  Nobel 
Prize   winner    in    an   investigation    on    the    atomic  weight   of    Silver. 
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RONALD  BOAL  WILLIAMS 

Doctor  Ronald  B.  Williams  is  Professor  of  Romance  Languages.  He 
holds  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree,  the  Master  of  Arts  degree,  and  the 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from  the  University  of  Iowa.  He  has  also 
studied  at  Northwestern  University,  and  at  the  Centro  de  Estudios  in 
Madrid.  Doctor  Williams  came  to  Lake  Forest  in  1923.  Interested  chiefly 
in  French  and  Spanish,  he  has  done  graduate  work  in  the  former  in 
such  fields  as  Moliere  and  the  classical  drama,  the  early  and  the  modern 
novel,  Romanticism,  Realism,  neo-Romantic  and  contemporary  drama, 
and  lyric  verse.  His  graduate  study  in  Spanish  has  comprised  Old 
Spanish,  philology  and  historical  drama,  phonetics,  the  drama  of  all 
periods,  the  picaresque  novel,  Cervantes,  the  regional  novel,  and  contem- 
porary literature. 

Doctor  Williams  has  worked  incidentally  in  the  minor  Romance  lan- 
guages and  in  methods  of  language  teaching.  He  does  research  "work 
in  Spanish,  Portuguese,  and  Italian  drama  of  the  sixteenth  century,  in  the 
ideology  of  Voltaire,  in  recent  Franco-Spanish  literary  relations,  and  in 
grammatical  subjects.  He  is  a  contributor  to  Romantic  Review,  French 
Review,  Modern  Language  Notes,  Modern  Language  Journal,  Spanish 
Review,  and  Philological  Quarterly.  He  has  traveled  extensively  in 
Europe  in  the  interests  of  his  teaching  and  research. 

BRUCE  LINEBURG 

Doctor  Bruce  Lineburg,  head  of  the  Department  of  Biology  since 
nineteen-hundred  and  twenty-four,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Milton  Com- 
mercial College,  Pennsylvania.  He  has  the  Bachelor  of  Pedagogics 
degree  from  Southwestern  State  Normal,  Pennsylvania,  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  from  Ohio  University,  the  Master  of  Arts  and  the  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degrees  from  Johns  Hopkins  University.  His  graduate  work 
has  been  in  Education,  Zoology,  Plant  Physiology,  and  Medical  Ento- 
mology. 

His  professional  experience  includes  being  private  secretary  to  the 
president,  Rockefeller  Hotel  Company,  New  York  City;  Principal  of  the 
Webster,  Pennsylvania,  Public  Schools;  Principal  of  West  Lafayette, 
Ohio,  High  School;  Superintendent  of  the  Monroe  County,  Ohio,  Public 
Schools;  and  Assistant  in  Beekeeping,  Bureau  of  Entomology,  Washington, 
District    of    Columbia. 

Doctor  Lineburg  has  contributed  a  number  of  papers  and  has  lec- 
tured on  the  honeybee  to  the  state  and  national  associations.  He  is  at 
present  engaged  in  making  original  illustrations  for  a  course  in  Ganeral 
Biology.  More  than  three  hundred  of  these  have  been  completed,  and  a 
number  of  them  have  been  published.  Others  have  been  reproduced 
as  lantern  slides.  He  is  joint  author  of  a  Laboratory  Manual  for 
General   Biology. 

He  is  found  in  American  Men  of  Science,  is  a  fellow  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  a  member  of 
the  American  Society  of  Zoologists,  the  American  Society  of  Para- 
sitologists,  and   Sigma   Xi. 

ERNEST  AMOS  JOHNSON 

Ernest  A.  Johnson  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Economics  and 
Business  Administration.  He  did  his  undergraduate  work  at  Colorado 
College,  and  the  work  for  the  Master's  degree  at  Denver  University. 
He  continued  his  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and 
Northwestern  University,  receiving  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  from 
the  latter  institution  in  nineteen-hundred  and  thirty-three.  He  came  to 
Lake  Forest  College  as  instructor  in  nineteen-hundred  and  twenty-four, 
and  since  then  has  been  Assistant  Professor,  Associate  Professor,  head 
of  the  Department,  and  Professor  in  nineteen-hundred  and  thirty-three. 
During  the  academic  year,  nineteen-hundred  thirty  and  thirty-one,  he 
was  on  leave  of  absence,  teaching  at  Northwestern  University  and 
doing   research   work   for   an    investment  house    in    Chicago. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College,  Doctor  Johnson  was  employed 
in  the  superintendent's  office,  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company,  Denver, 
Colorado,  where  he  assisted  in  the  supervision  of  seventy-five  branch 
offices.  He  also  assisted  in  the  formation  and  direction  of  a  successful 
investment   company    in   Denver. 

He  has  published  a  series  of  articles  analyzing  the  record  of  long 
term  real  estate  securities  issued  in  the  years  nineteen-hundred  nineteen 
through  thirty-five.  He  is  continuing  this  research.  He  is  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Phi  Eta  Sigma,  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Phi  Pi  Epsilon,  the 
American  Economic  Association,  and  the  Chicago  chapter  of  the  American 
Statistical    Association. 
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ROSCOE  EVERETT  HARRIS 

Doctor  Roscoe  Everett  Harris  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Physics. 
He  took  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College.  He  received  the  Master  of  Science  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
degrees   from  the   University  of   Chicago. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and  twenty- 
five,  Doctor  Harris  had  taught  at  Williams  and  Mary  College,  and 
been  Associate  Professor  in  Physics  at  the  University  of  Vermont.  He 
had  also  been  a  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  Field  Artillery  of  the  Army 
during  the  World   War. 

Coming  here  as  Professor  of  Physics,  Astronomy,  and  Mathematics, 
Doctor  Harris  now  teaches  Physics  only  and  an  occasional  advanced 
course  in  Mathematical  Physics.  He  spent  his  first  years  in  completely 
revising   and   modernizing    the    curriculum   of    Physics    courses. 

Doctor  Harris  has  done  research  in  various  phases  of  Physics, 
including  television,  photo-electric  cells,  thermionics,  X-rays,  and  nuclear 
disintegration.  He  gave  a  report  on  thermionics  before  the  Physics 
Society  in  nineteen-hunded  and  thirty-three,  having  developed  a  manual 
in  this  field  which  is  still  in  use.  Doctor  Harris  is  working  on  a  Physics 
text-book  which  is  still  in  mimeograph  form. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Physical  Society,  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  the  American  Associa- 
tion  of   Physics   Teachers. 


HAROLD  BARTLETT  CURTIS 

Doctor  Harold  Bartlett  Curtis  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Mathe- 
matics. Professor  Curtis  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  and 
Doctor   of   Philosophy    degree   from    Cornell    University. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and 
twenty-six,  Professor  Curtis  was  an  instructor  in  Mathematics  in  Barnard 
College,  Columbia  University,  and  in  Northwestern  University.  He  was 
an  Associate  Professor  in  Mathematics  in  Marquette  University  during 
nineteen-hundred  twenty-five  and  twenty-six.  During  nineteen-hundred 
seventeen  and  eighteen,  he  was  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  United  States 
Aviation   Corps. 

Doctor  Curtis  is  a  member  of  Pi  Kappa  Phi,  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Sigma 
Xi,  the  American  Mathematical  Association,  the  Mathematical  Association 
of  America,  and  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors.  He 
is   listed   in  American   Men   of   Science. 

Professor  Curtis  has  had  various  articles  published  in  Popular 
Astronomy,  including  two  articles  on  the  Sun  Dial  and  Its  Design,  Seeing 
Stars  in  the  Daytime,  Venus  Visible  at  Inferior  Conjunction,  Venus 
Visible  Near  Superior  Conjunction,  and  Stellar  Parallaxes  in  the  Annajs 
ol  the  Dearborn  Observatory. 


GEORGE  NEWTON  SLEIGHT 

Doctor  George  Newton  Sleight  is  head  of  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. Professor  Sleight  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
Williams  College,  the  Bachelor  of  Pedagogics  degree  from  New  York 
State  Teachers  College,  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degree  in  Greek 
and  Latin  from  the  University  of  Chicago.  His  Doctor's  Dissertation  was 
The  Lite,  Style,  Vocabulary  and  Philosophy  of  Themistius. 

Professor  Sleight  came  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred 
and  twenty-seven.  Before  that  time  he  was  active  in  educational  ad- 
ministrative work.  For  thirteen  years  he  headed  the  Elgin  Academy  at 
the  request  of  Doctor  William  Harper,  the  first  President  of  Chicago 
University.  After  this  he  became  Superintendent  of  Schools  at  Saint 
Petersburg,  Florida.  From  this  post  he  went  to  North  Dakota  State 
Teachers'  College  to  become  Professor  of  Education  and  Director  of  the 
Training  School. 

At  present  Doctor  Sleight  is  carrying  on  investigations  in  Modern 
Educational  Ideals  and  Trends  in  the  Secondary-school  and  College 
Levels,  and  on  Efficient  Study  Techniques  and  Motivations.  Among  his 
more  recent  publications  are  Magic  for  Amateurs,  and  articles  on  CoiJege 
Work  at  Home  and  On  Going  to  College. 

Doctor  Sleight  is  a  member  of  Theta  Delta  Chi,  and  Pi  Gamma 
Mu,  national  honorary  society  of  social  sciences. 
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STERLING  PRICE  WILLIAMS 

Doctor  Sterling  Price  Williams  has  been  head  of  the  Department  of 
Philosophy  and  Psychology  since  nineteen-hundred  and  twenty-seven. 
Professor  Williams  was  awarded  the  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  of 
Polytechnic  College,  which  is  now  Southern  Methodist  University,  the 
Master  of  Arts  degree  by  the  University  of  Texas,  and  the  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  degree  by  the  University  of  Chicago.  He  was  a  Fellow  of 
the  Department  of  Philosophy  at  the  latter  university  for  two  years,  during 
which  time  he  acted  as  an  assistant  to  the  professors  in  various  capacities. 

Professor  Williams'  teaching  experience  in  the  fields  of  Philosophy 
and  Psychology  extends  over  a  period  of  eighteen  years.  During  this 
time  he  has  taught  at  the  University  of  Texas,  Huron  College,  and 
Illinois   Wesleyan. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Philosophical  Association  and 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  While  here, 
he  has  added  three  new  courses  to  the  department:  Mental  Hygiene, 
Experimental    Psychology,    and   Aesthetics. 


RAYMOND  PHINEAS  STEARNS 


Doctor  Raymond  P.  Stearns  is  head  of  the  Department  of  History. 
He  took  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Illinois  College,  the  Master 
of  Arts  and  the  Doctor  of  Philosophy  degrees  from  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. Doctor  Stearns'  Doctoral  Dissertation  was  entitled  Hugh  Peter: 
A  Biography;  parts  of  it  have  been  published  in  article  form,  and  the 
revised  whole  is  about  to  be  published  in  book  form.  Before  coming 
here,  Professor  Stearns  had  studied  two  years  at  the  Institute  of 
Historical  Research,  London  University,  as  Fellow  of  the  Social  Science 
Research    Council   of    New   York    City. 

In  addition  to  teaching  in  elementary  schools.  Doctor  Stearns  was 
an  Assistant  in  the  History  Departments  of  Harvard  University  and 
of  Radcliffe  College.  He  was  an  Instructor  during  the  summer  of 
nineteen-hundred    and    thirty-one    at    the    Massachusetts    State    College. 

Professor  Stearns  has  contributed  to  the  following  publications: 
Agricultural  History,  The  New  England  Quarterly,  The  Dictionary  ot 
American  Biography,  Proceedings  of  the  Bostonian  Society,  Devon  and 
Cornwall  Notes  and  Queries,  The  Essex  Institute  Historical  Review,  The 
Annals  of  Science,  and  The  Mississippi  Valley  Historical  Review.

Education  at  Northwestern  University.  At  this  latter  institution  he  also 
pursued   further   graduate   work   in   the   history   and   literature   of    religions. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and 
twenty-seven,    Mr.    Roth   was    a    pastor    in    the    active    ministry. 
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RUSSELL  CARLTON  TOMLINSON 

Mr.  Russell  Carlton  Tomlinson  became  Assistant  Professor  of  tha 
Department  of  Speech  and  Dramatics  in  nineteen-hundred  and  twenty- 
eight.  Mr.  Tomlinson  received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  DePauw 
University,  and  also  did  graduate  work  at  this  institution,  during  which 
time  he  was  in  charge  of  the  practice  teachers  in  speech  at  Greencastle 
High  School.  He  has  done  further  graduate  work  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin. 

In  his  first  year  of  teaching.  Professor  Tomlinson  was  Principal 
of  the  Junior  High  School  of  Sullivan,  Indiana,  where  he  directed  public 
speaking  and  dramatic  work.  Professor  Tomlinson  has  taught  at  the 
summer  schools  of  Central  Normal  at  Danville,  Indiana,  and  at  DePauw 
University.    He  was  also  Principal  of  the  Westfield,   Indiana,   High   School. 

Besides  maintaining  the  high  standard  of  work  in  his  courses,  Mr. 
Tomlinson  has  achieved  remarkable  success  with  his  debate  teams 
in  intercollegiate  competition.  The  orators  which  he  has  trained  have 
placed  well  in  state  contests.  And  his  Garrick  Players  are  well  known 
in  this  part  of  the  country  for  their  finished  performances  which 
include  such  productions  as  Alien  Corn,  Street  Scene,  and  The  Barretts 
of  Wimpole  Street. 


LOUIS  A.  KELLER 

Mr.  Louis  A.  Keller  is  Assistant  Professor  of  Economics.  Mr.  Keller 
received  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Carroll  College,  and  the 
Master  in  Business  Administration  degree  from  Northwestern  University. 
In  addition  to  this  he  has  done  considerable  graduate  work  and  re- 
search work  in  Summer  Sessions  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  in  Land 
Economics  and  General  Economics,  and  graduate  work  at  Northwestern 
University  in  General  Economics. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  Mr.  Keller  was  employed  as  a  research  assistant  in  the 
Institute  of  Land  Economics  and  Public  Utilities  of  Northwestern  University. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties,  Mr.  Keller  is  freshman  baseball 
coach.

Mr.  S.  A.  Hartzo  is  Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science.  Mr. 
Hartzo  took  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  and  Certificate  in  Commerce 
from  Washington  and  Lee  University,  the  Master's  degree  from  Colum- 
bia University,  and  has  done  other  graduate  work  at  Wisconsin 
University    and   the    University    of    Chicago. 

Before  coming  to  Lake  Forest  College  in  nineteen-hundred  and 
thirty,  Professor  Hartzo  had  taught  at  Washington  and  Lee  University, 
and  had  been  in  charge  of  the  Political  Science  Department  at  the 
University  of  North  Dakota.  He  was  a  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  United 
States    Army   during   the   World   War. 

Attending  the  University  of  Chicago  on  a  Local  Community  Re- 
search Scholarship,  Mr.  Hartzo  gathered  data  for  material  used  in  H.  F. 
Gosnell's  Negro  Politicians.  His  work  took  him  into  the  black  belt  of 
Chicago    as    a    census    enumerator. 

In  nineteen-hundred  and  thirty-two,  Professor  Hartzo  was  selected 
by  the  Carnegie  Foundation  as  one  out  of  fifty  teachers  of  International 
Law  in  the  United  States  to  spend  two  months  of  special  lecture  and 
study  on  the  work  of  the  Conference  for  the  Codification  of  International 
Law,  which  was  part  of  the  Hague  Conference  of  nineteen-hundred  and 
thirty.  His  special  field  is  that  of  International  Law  and  Relations,  and 
he  is  now  occupied  with   work   on   the   subject  of  Treaty   Procedure. 
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MARY  KOPENHAVER

Lake  Forest  is  one  of  the  smallest  colleges  with  an  authorized  chapter 
of  Phi  Eta  Sigma.  There  are  now  30  chapters  in  the  United  States  and  the 
one  at  Lake  Forest,  installed  in  1929,  was  the  eleventh  chapter  to  be 
established. 

The  requirement  for  membership  in  this  national  honorary  fraternity 
for  Freshman  men  is  a  2.5  scholastic  average  for  the  first  semester  of  the 
freshman  year  or  the  same  average  for  the  two  semesters.  Chester  Adams 
was  initiated  during  the  second  semester  of  this  year. 

Frank  Roberts  was  sent  as  delegate  from  this  chapter  to  the  national 
convention  held  at  the  University  of  Alabama,  March  26  and  27.

Lake  Forest  College  has  had  a  news  bureau  for  many  years,  but  this  was 
the  first  year  that  it  was  given  actual  organization  and  placed  largely  under 
student  direction.  It  now  boasts  a  staff  of  more  than  twenty-five  students,  an 
office  in  the  Henry  C.  Durand  Auditorium,  and  good  mechanization  for  turn- 
ing out  news  stories.  The  purpose  of  the  bureau  is  to  send  accounts  of  in- 
teresting events  on  the  campus  to  newspapers  throughout  the  nation,  concen- 
trating upon  large  cities  and  towns  from  which  Lake  Forest  students  have 
come.  A  clipping  service,  employed  by  the  news  bureau,  showed  that  Lake 
Forest  College  stories  appeared  in  newspapers  from  New  York  City  to  Pyen- 
gyang,  Korea.  In  addition  to  getting  publicity  for  the  college,  work  on  the 
staff  affords  good  opportunity  for  actual  journalistic  experience.  Throughout 
the  year,  the  bureau  sponsored  monthly  talks  by  competent  journalists  who 
frequently  gave  personal  aid  to  members  of  the  staff.  A  system  of  key 
awards  was  devised  to  reward  deserving  staff  members  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Mathematics  Club  is  a  new  organization  at  Lake  Forest  College 
this  year.  It  was  established  to  promote  interest  in  mathematics  and  asso- 
ciated fields.

The  Clayton  Mark  trophy,  conferred  upon 
the  player  most  valuable  to  the  team,  was 
awarded  this  year  to  Jobbie  Eiserman  of  Rond- 
out,  Illinois.  "Red"  had  been  the  real  spark- 
plug of  the  Lake  Forest  attack  for  the  past  three 
years.  He  is  endowed  with  an  inexhaustible 
supply  of  energy,  a  compact  and  powerful 
body,  and  a  love  for  the  game  which  prompted 
him  to  go  at  top  speed  at  all  times.  Although 
he  was  the  type  of  player  who  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  crowd,  Jobbie  never  strove  for 
the  limelight.  To  quote  from  a  local  newspa- 
per: "When  an  all-time,  all-star  football  team 
of  Lake  Forest  College  greats  is  named,  the 
name  of  Red  Eiserman  must  be  added  to  those 
of  Dunsmore,  Folgate,  Gray,  and  West  simply 
because  of  his  great  spirit  of  competition.  The 
tougher  the  going,  the  better  Jobbie  likes  it. 
What  coach  could  ask  more?" 


During  the  1936  season,  Lake  Forest  College  enjoyed  its  most  successful  football 
season  in  recent  years.  The  Jaybirds  won  four  games,  lost  two,  and  tied  one.  They 
managed  to  garner  102  points  to  a  total  of  47  marked  up  by  their  opponents. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  schools  which  furnish  opposition  for  the  "Gold  Coast- 
ers" generally  average  twice  the  enrollment  of  our  school,  the  teams  turned  out  by 
Mr.  Jones  have  more  than  been  able  to  hold  their  own.  The  only  team  that  out- 
classed our  men  this  year  was  the  unbeaten  Carroll  College  outfit  led  by  the  na- 
tion's leading  scorer,  Art  Buck.  In  each  of  the  other  games,  the  Jaybirds  were  the 
equal  of,  or  decidedly  superior  to  their  opponents. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  season  follows: 

October  3.  Lake  Forest  opened  the  season  at  Lake  Forest  by  decisively  beating 
Beloit  College  by  a  score  of  32  to  7.  The  highlight  of  the  game  was  the  fine  block- 
ing given  the  ball  carriers  by  the  guards  and  members  of  the  backfield.  Rouse 
and  Eiserman  each  scored  twice,  Jobbie's  second  score  coming  after  he  had  returned 
a  punt  for  50  yards.  Chet  Peterson  place  kicked  the  extras  after  these  scorings. 
Beloit  managed  to  gain  a  total  of  only  17  yards  from  scrimmage  and  were  forced 
to  take  to  the  air  for  their  only  score.  Clayt  Christensen  intercepted  one  of  their 
passes  for  the  final  score  of  the  game. 
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Yes,  on  this  run  against  Beloit,  Jobbie  got  by  them  all  for  a  touchdown. 
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1936  Reason 


At  the  close  of  the  1936  season,  the  Lake 
Forest  footballers  met  to  elect  an  honorary 
captain  and  chose  Evert  Larson  of  Iron  Moun- 
tain, Michigan.  Lars  had  been  a  hard  work- 
ing member  of  the  team  for  three  years.  He 
came  to  Lake  Forest  with  the  reputation  of  be- 
ing a  terrific  plunger  for  his  weight  (which  was 
never  much  over  160  pounds).  Under  the  di- 
rection of  Coach  Jones,  Larson  developed  into 
an  expert  punter  and  passer.  He  worked 
hard  to  develop  deception  in  his  running  and 
became  an  expert  in  this  line  during  his  last 
year.  He  showed  real  spirit  at  all  times  and 
was  a  great  team  player.  Quiet  and  unas- 
suming off  the  field  and  a  better  than  average 
student,  Lars  deserved  the  honor  which  his 
team  mates  bestowed  upon  him.

October  10.  Lake  Forest  had  trouble  downing  a  scrappy  Knox  ieam  but  a 
rally  in  the  second  half  netted  them  two  touchdowns  and  a  13  io  0  victory.  Knox 
dominated  the  play  in  the  first  half  and  threatened  several  times.  At  the  start  of 
the  second  half,  an  entirely  different  attitude  was  evinced  by  the  Jonesmen.  John 
Snow,  playing  his  first  game  as  an  end,  grabbed  a  pass  from  Clayt  Christensen 
for  the  first  score.

October  20.  An  acute  attack  of  fumbling  cost  the  Jaybirds  a  victory  over  Ripon 
and  left  them  to  be  content  with  a  scoreless  tie.  Our  boys  lost  the  ball  by  the  fum- 
bling method  on  the  Ripon  6,  8,  12,  and  20  yard  lines  on  successive  occasions.  In 
spite  of  this  over-anxiety,  it  must  be  said  that  the  work  of  the  team  was  a  great  im- 
provement over  the  previous  game.

The  big  thrill  of 
the  second  half  was  furnished  by  Hawley  Boyle  who  intercepted  a  pass  and  ran 
80  yards  before  being  caught  from  behind.  When  tackled,  he  fumbled,  North  Cen- 
tral recovering.

Millikin  College  of  Decatur  ruined  Lake  Forest's  chances  of  a 
share  in  the  Little  Nineteen  championship  when  they  beat  the  Jaybirds  by  the  score 
of  13  to  0  at  Decatur.  Burgener,  Millikin  backfield  star,  took  the  opening  kickoff 
back  for  a  touchdown  on  a  run  of  95  yards.  Burgener  scored  on  a  twenty  yard 
sweep  for  the  final  score  of  the  game.  The  work  of  the  guards,  Grace  and  Craw- 
ford, as  well  as  Biolo  stood  out  in  an  otherwise  poor  showing  by  the  line.  Among 
the  backs  the  hard  running  Duddles  and  the  work  of  the  veterans,  Eiserman  and 
Christensen,   was  worthy  of  note. 

November  21.  Lake  Forest  ended  the  season  by  trouncing  Albion  College  of 
Michigan  by  the  lopsided  score  of  42  to  6.
